Kinnton, Jamaica, Aug. 18. — The 
Weat Indies hurricane did tremendous 
damace upon tho Island of Jttnalca. 
Port Antodlo, on the north coast, was 
ovorwhelflied. Only six housoa were 
left standing there. The United Fruit 
Co., wharves, ofllces, hotel and plaota- 
tiona wero utterly demolished. Five 
of the company's steamers, Inclnding 
tie Simon Dumoia Alflrod Dvada and 
Brighton, were drlTao Mhor* but are 
lying in easy positions. Port Maria, 
another towu on the north coast, also 
suffered similarly. The coast is strewn 
,Wlth wrecl^age of local sailing vessels. 

It is feared that the loss of life has 
been heaTX. 80 fatalities harlnc al- 
ready been reported, principally among 
seamen. 

The entire eastern end of the island 
has been devastated. Villages have 
been wiped out and public buildings 
and churchea demolished. Thousands 
of tho peasantry, rendered homeless 
and destitute, are wandering about 
seeking food and shelter. The de- 
struction of the banana plantations 
tM b^a complete and the frnit trade 
la paralysed fbr the next IS oMAths. 
Fruit Growers Bankrupted. 

Hundreds of prosperous fruit grow- 
ers have been brought to bankruptcy 
and ruin. The western end of the 
Island which at first was supposed to 
Imto escaped, also suffered considera- 
bly, though not to the extent which 
the eastern did. New banana planta- 
tions planted there were partly de- 
stroyed and the orange and 0(tfee 
crops were also injured. 

The Norwegian steamer SalTatore 
dl .CUarcU waa driven ashore at An- 
notte bay, and Ilea in a dangerous po- 
AitlOD. Sevoral sailing vessels were 
Vhrecked on the north side. It Is still 
stormy and threatening and there aro 
fears that there may be a renewal of 
the storm. 

Torrential rains have Increaaed the 
misery of the poor and homeless. 
Thousands of houses in Kingston were 
damaged, the wharves were battered 
and several coastiuR veasels were 
sunk in the harbor. Trading is practi- 
cally at a standstill. 

"^lie southeaatem portion of the is- 
land waa denuded of crops, the rivers 
are flooded ami many men were car- 
ried out to sea and drowned. Consid- 
ering the damage to property during 
the hurricane the loss of life was com- 
paratively email, though the present 
estimate now ia that the death list 
will reach 60. Hundreds of persons 
were injured and there were numerous 
hairbreadth escapes. The property

Will Not OlaoHaa HIa ProbabU Ap.

Manila, Aug. 18. — Gov. Oen. William 
H. Taft refused to discuss Wednesday 
his probable appointment as the suc- 
cessor of Secretary Root, when the 
latter retires, saying he had not yet 
beta offered tha appointment It Is 
SMMtally brtiarod kora tbat Oov. Taft 
doM Bot wlah to leave tha Philippines 
until numerous problems now pending 
are solved. The situation is beginning 
to show the results pledged for the 
upblulding of tho Filipinos, whose de- 
votion to and faith la Gov. Taft are 
remarlcabla. It la knowa, la any event, 
that Oov. Taft doei ont desire to Iteve 
before next February, but It Is thought 
he is ready to obey President Roose- 
velt's wishes, though his departure 
would cause a sacrifice. In the mean- 
time, it ia stated that relatives and 
frienda are constantly urging him to 
return to the mainland. Oov. Taft Is 
now enjoying excellent health, though 
after living nearly four years in the 
tropics he is subject to a recurreace 
of the dysentery. 

Gof. Taft la BOW personally formu- 
lating measares of the moat Impor- 
tance to the islands. The nimor of 
tho probable retirement of Gov. Taft 
is agitated in the archipelago, and the 
provincials Join the Filiplao vma la 
begging him to remain. 

PTOMAINE POISONING.

— Ptomaine 
poison Wednesday night laid low 50 
guests of Senator Stewart, at Aahbum, 
Va. A large number of persons had 
gathered to attend the aale of a dairy 
farm owned by Senator Stewart, of 
Nevada. The senator serva*! to the 
prospective buyers a light luncheon 
consisting of coffee and ham and beef 
saadiHohaa> Shortly afterwards 60 
persoBs were takea itoleatly 111. snf* 
ferlng from ptomaine poisoning. One 
after the other they fell to the ground 
writhing In agony. Horsemen were 
dispatched In all directions for doctors 
and a number responded and took 
prompt meaaurea to relieve the auf- 
ferers. 

The doctors say tbat the patieata 

are out of danger, although many are 
exceedingly sick. 

An investigation developed the fact 
that the beef, which had been pur- 
chaaed in Waahiagtoa and kept in cold 
storage on the farm for aeveral days, 
was the caase of the tronble.

EFFORT MADE TO RAM THE BOAT. 


The Silver Spray Attempted to Es- 
cape and the Petrel Opened 
nra Witk AU esM. ' 


Some 20 Shots Struck tha Boat Caus- 
ing Much Damage—Only One 
Man Wee Injured, He Being 
In 


Erie, Pa., Aug. 12.— The Silver 
Spray, a flshlat boat owned hero, 
came lato port Wadaesday afteraooa 
la a badly shattered coodltlon due to 
an encounter la mid-lake with the Ca- 
nadian revenue cutter Petrel. The 
Canadian authorities have had trouble 
with American fishermen for years 
who were poaching on their aide of the 
lake and the Petrel Is kept coBStaatly 
OB the lookout for them. 

About noon she came upon the Sti- 
ver Spray on the Canadian side of the 
lake, and at once ordered Capt. Chris 
Chau to stop.- The Petrel is a strong 
steel craft and It Is said attempted to 
ram the American boat before she 
could comply with Petrel's order. 
Capt. Chau, remembering the fate of 
several other boats from this side 
which had been captured and confis- 
cated, two from Erie, only last season, 
decided to try to escape and started 
ahead at full speed. The captain of 
the Petrel when he saw that the Sil- 
ver Spray was trying to get away, 
opened Are with all the guns he had 
on board, and before he ceaaed firing 
some so shots had straek the BUver 
Spray. 

One passed throosh the smokestack 
Into the pilot hoasa, la which Chau 
stood at the wheel, and two more 

struck the pilot house, one of which 
came within a few inches of Chau, 
scattering splinters around his bed. 

Two shots entered the water closet, 
two pierced the cabin, two split the 
roof, three swept the after hurricane 
deck while others hit various parts of 
the boat. 

The chase was kept up for some time 
and ( a[>t. Chan was nearly In despair 
aa his cold water pump refuaed to 
work and he feared that his boat 
might be struck below the water line. 
He finally cros s ed the International 
line and the Potrel s<ive up tha pur- 
suit. 

Capt. Chan will report the affair to 
the state department at Washington as 
he says he was Bot fishing but looking 
for some of his nets which had drifted 
from this side toward the Canadian 
shore. 

The only man injured on the Silver 
Spray was Frederick Culver, who was 
bit in the leg by a ahot. He is now in 
the hospital. The fishermen say the 
Petrel used her small deck canaoB.

The Veaael Waa Headed Back Into the 
Harbor With CenelderaMa DMI» 

culty, Accompanied By the 
Two Other Ships. 

Bar Harbor. Me.. Aug. 18.— While 
leaving tha harbor darlag a thick fog 
about BOOB Wadaesday la company 
with veasels of the North Atlantic 
squadron, the battleship Massachu- 
aetta sustained considerable damage 
by striking on the edge of rocks off the 
western end of Egg Rock. Tha big 
vessel slipped over the rocks lato deep 
water, but the two forward bulkheads 
sooB filled, and It was subsequently 
found that several plates forward had 
been cracked. The Massachusetts was 
headed back Into the harbor with ron- 
aiderable difficulty, accompanied by 
her sister vessel, the Indiana, and tha 
gunboat Scorpion. She will remain 
here until Capt Manning, her com- 
mander, receives orders from Wash- 
ington, wher. It is expected she will 
proceed to Brooklyn to be drydooked. 

The squadron, under the command 
of Rr. Adm. Barker, which has been 
on this part of the coast engaged In a 
war game, got under way shortly be- 
fore noon Wednesday fnr I>ong Island 
sound, where there will be tactical ex- 
M-dses previous to an inspection and 
review next Monday by President 
Roosevelt Secretary Moody and Adm. 
Dewey. The fiagshlp Kearsarge led 
the fieet and immediately following 
were the battleships Alabama, Illinois, 
Texas, Massachusetts and IndianiL 
the cruisers Olympia, Baltimore. To- 
peka, Yankee and Prairie and the gun- 
boat Scorpion, besides the smaller ves- 
sels of the fleet 

The Massachusetts occupied a posi- 
tion 'in the port fjiiaitcr of the Texas, 
as she proceeded from the harbor, 
which brought her much nearer to Egg 
Rock than the other ships. It is be- 
lieved that the accident was due to a 
miscalculation aa to her position oa 
the part of the navigating officer. 

When the big battleship struck she 
was going at the rate of al)out nine 
and a half knots, and although she 
was drawing 26 feet of water and 
there was less than 86 feet on the 
ledge, her progress was but little re- 
tarded and she at once passed over 
into deeper water The collision sig- 
nal was at once sounded and the Mas- 
sachusetts' b\ilkhead doors were clos- 
ed tight The Indiana and Scorpion, 
which were immediately behind her, 
ran alongside to render aaslstence. 

The channel at this point is very 
narrow and It was no slight task to 
turn the ship in such a dense fog. 
With the assistance of one of the naval 
tugs this was finally accomplished, and 
at 8 o'clock, the Maasachusetta was 
once more at anchor with the Indiana 
and Scorpion close alongside. 

Cnpt Muiining said that he could 
have proceeded with the rest of the 
fleet, but thought if wisest to return. 
He also stated that two divers exam- 
ined the bottom of the vessel Wednes- 
day afternoon and reported that sev- 
eral plates were cracked and that the 
ship would have to be drydocked for 
repairs. The Massachusetts Wednes- 
day night was down liy the head about 
ten inches, but by morning abe will 
be very nearly on even keel, as her 
crew are hard at work carrying aft 
ammunition and stores. It Is expected 
ll'.nt Khe will lie In natural trim when 
her orders are received to sail. It is 
expected that She will proceed to the 
Brooklyn navy yard under her own 
ateam. where she will be drydockad 
and the full extent of her damages 
aacertalned^
